Pcasihlv thcie are small bodies of the enemy at Kerma and Knfir, but it may 
he ho id that the a iditm of the 7th .luno has practically cleared the country of Dervishes 
from b'irket to Dotigola. The local inhabitants rejoice to return again to Government 
rule after fo many years of oppression at the hands of the Bugeras. Many of the 
populous-villages in Sukkot and Mahass have been destroyed by the Dei-vi&hes, and 
tins inbabltauls give pitiful accounts of the ruthless severity of Elaggara rule.

I HAVE the honour to bring to your notice the following views that I. have 
formed on the political and military situation at Sunk in, rind te invite an expression 
of your opinion as to the correctness or otherwise of the grounds from which 3 have 
deduced my opinions,, and whether you concur with mein 1 ho deductions drawn and 
in the line of action heroin advocated. 

2. The recent victories of the army of the .Nile seem to me to have bad a ihr- 
rcaching effect wherever they have become known, and w ith respect to tho military 
situation at Surikin, te have rendered ope rut ions which might previously h&vo been 
considered dangerous or rash, to be now not- only safe but desirable, in order to Lake 
the fullest advantage of tho changed state of affairs. 

0. I do not tlvink \ nm wrong in considering that from a political*ns well a* from 
a military point of view, tho importance of tho allegiance and co-operation of the 
Hadendowns tribe can scarcely be over-estimated, As you are aware from the openly 
expressed opinion of the lending 31 trikliE of the Hadaaitewiui and other tribes who 
have recently boon in Sunkin, their pleasurt: at tho Sirdar's success wm largely 
accompanied by a hope and belief that something would shortly bo attempted from this 
aide also. This expression oF their views scorns to bo important, find it- might |>o well to 
take ml vantage of i< without delay, as bur continued inaction might be interpreted by 
thorn inte a confession of weakness or fear, and the moral effect of tins successes on 
tho Kile might then be largely discounted, I think that, should you agree hi the 
above views* the fullest military and political results might bo obtained by an early 
seizure of Kokreb, 

4. Tins advance migliE, under tin- present circumstances* bo easily undertaken by 
a portion of the present force without in any way compromising the military MituntmiL 
white it would have the meat unable political advantage of justifying tho hopes of the 
loyal Hnilcndowns and confirming tho allegiance c*f any whose fidelity might be 
eonsidtmHl doubtful. The military advantage would bo the securing of n tit i-ong 
advance post behind whieb preparation could bo tnado rkl teimiro for an advance on

Berber should such be subsequently decided on, by developing and improving the 
water-supply and the formation of an advanced base and dupdt of supply, which would 
enable troops to be rapidly pushed forward whoa necessary, Kokrek, I understand, is 
at present an outpost of Osman Digoa’s* where toll i* levied on produce being carried 
to the Hdij and whence a watch is kept upon our proceedings at Buakici ant] Tokar. I 
consider that it, might, bo held with case by a force of 1 squadron of cavalry, 2 guns* 
and 500 infantry, with a tew sappers to develop its- water supply by the construction 
of tanks* trough*, fro,, and l feel convinced that the moral effect of such an occupation 
when it became known could hardly bo over estimated. In an intrenched position 
commanding the water supply, and with three months’ provisions* such a force as I 
have suggested could have nothing to fear even if Osman Digna ventured to bring a 
force across the Atbnra, which with the Xfadcndowas friendly, would hardly lie 
probable. 

5. I should he greatly obliged if you would favour me with an early reply* 
stating what objections there might lie to the above proposals, in order that I may be 
able to submit them for the consideration of the Sirdar and the Egyptian G oven uncut. 

6. As you are aware, considerable preparation would be necessary beforehand. 
Even for Hte advance of 1 lie small force suggested, such as the culled ion of carriage, 
making up camel saddles, and tho development of the water supply at Handoub 
Tambonk, and beyond if possible, and though the Sirdar is no doubt Fully aware of the 
general advantages that, would follow such an occupation, I think it would he a-i well 
to bring te his notice the local conditions which seem in render an early occupation of 
such great importance, and that, no, time should be lost in doing so.

The news of tho Firket victory, and tho advance of the Egyptian army to Siumfo* 
together with the relircnnenL of Osmuu Digna from this distinct, has miute a great 
Ernptosstoii ou the Hadomlowa tribe living round llaratri and Kokveb, Tkeiv Sheikh, 
Abdul lvnder, lias written asking that a military post should bo Established at llaratri. 

I nm confident that at the present time the A mm and Hadcmdowa Arabs can be 
depended on os friendly* and that they will cooperate with the Government force, 
moving along the road to the extent of furnishing infin'inaiion of the enemy's 
movements, end assisting ou the linos of communication with transport and look-out 
pests. 

They are undoubtedly pleased at tho Sirdar's victory, mud ate impeding an advance 
to bo made from their siui Many express the opinion that the end of the Bnggnm 
rule, and the Mrduli’s Faith, is nt linml, 

An advance te Ivehreb, nud the establishment there of a strong post, such ns you 
suggest, could nut foil to show tlni Arabs ilint the Government meant luismess, nnd 
that it would pay them te be loyal, l hero being lit tie olumco of Daman Digna'* 
vengeance again reaching them. 

Such mi advance w ould also, 1 believe* have a groat effect m the Soudan* and 
especially on the Jaalin, who are nnximndy awaiting the time when they can throw off 
their pretended allegiance to the Khalifa. ' 

The occupation of Kokrch might also delay, or even altogether stop, the sending 
of so mo of tho reinforcements from Omrlurm&tt to Dcnigola.

My dear Lord Cromer, Hr Ait, 4, 1890. 

I HAVE just received your letter of the 28rd June. Lord Salisbury, in his 
speech, sny* the reoccupation of the Bongolo Province is the objective of the expedi¬ 
tion* The limit of the Dongnh Province h Herawi, not Debbeh, and we have beyond 
Merowi the Fourth Cataract that extend* for about 70 miles to Aim Hamed; 
therefore, as reganls the river, we should have there a very similar frontier to what we 
had at Wady Haifa. 

Moreover, the country at Merowi k rich mid fertile; there are large date groves and 
many island*} if the Dervishes remained then. 1 they would be able to maintain a large 
ford®, and the result would ho constant tights with our troops at Dabbeh on both bants 
of the rlvor; beyond .Merowi in the (rutnmeta they will starve, 

Lord Salisbury soya we ora to wait and ptepdra to go on, which 1 think is the 
wisest policy and eWpc*t in the etui, but if this is the case, ought wo not to stop and 
prepare at the point which would give ns every advantage when we moan to go on V 
l aliurlo of Cl mm to Abu llrnncl; hy po ]0 [wparatioua tbere a future expedition 
would present no difficulties as icgaads trnasport, aud will be rcndcml fai- dicniwr, 
Tlesaci do not Imagine I wish you to say, eo to Atm liumed. i do nut. i 
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thiak that I/?rd Salisbury^ limit is comet eoiisideFiiig the number of troops I have 
and the frontier that will have to be guarded. 

I do not wish in any way unduly to extend thn operations, or to have on my 
intndH more than 1 enn do, but I should like you to consider the advantages of holdhiir 
Abu Hamad from a military point of view, if a further advance is intended. There is 
n\m the financial consideration that wc should save the subsidies now given to the 
desert Arab*. 

If preparations ara to be made for tin; future, and there is no doubt in my mind 
such preparations ought to he made beforehand, and will well repay the expenditure 
on thorn b + y reducing enormously the cost of any future advance, thou von would have 
k ^ face the old scheme of the railway from Korosko to Abu Earned amongst other 
things.^ It is quite evident that. Egypt alone cannot pay for the necessary prepara* 
tiqn.s; if no financial help comes from England we may conclude that tfie Klialifa 
wilf remain in Omdurman for another indefuute period. Ws shall then have to keep 
up our army in a thoroughly Efficient state, ready at any moment to meet the attacks 
that, wilt certainly be mode on our advanced position when the Khalifa iindn where wo 
Entoi id to atop. 

if, When in England, you find that the Government really mean what Lord 
Salisbury seemed to say, that preparations are to be made for n future advance, then I 
advise that you should say to mo, r < Dongoh Province is your objective, and all that 
you have to do; but should you consider for military reasons that Abu 1 lamed should 
he hold, we ioavo the mutter in your hands, only you should carefully consider the 
force at your disposal and the protection of the new frontier, and not extend it should 
you have doubt* about its security," 

I cannot of course say, under these dreuni&tanoes, whether I should or should not 
take A bn Hanaed, but I hope you ha-vo sufficient confidence in my prudence anti 
caution not to think that i should attempt more than 1 could do.

I AM desired to acknowledge 'he receipt of your telegram, dated the 19th Mnj 
Just, addressed to hie Excellency the Viceroy, on the subject of Uic strength Of the 
force detailed for Suakfn. 

% On the 12th May your Lordship was informed from London that (503 followers, 
&UU mutes, and 207 ponies would be son! with the force, and in the telegram frnm his 
Excellency the Viceroy, luted Hie IbtU May last, it was stilted that a reduction nf 
*200 each would he made in the u umber of followers and of mules mid ponies, ft 
appeared, however, to you from the details subsequently received that, instead of any 
reduction having been effected, the total numbers of followers and of mules and ponies 
had been considerably increased, and il was considered that the troops are being 
equipped under a uiLeoaecplicm of what is required of them, It ie 7 it. is said, 
doubtful if u field hospital is necessary in the first ixiaiuuce, and that one would surely 
bn uuifleieut in any case. The necessity for increasing the ordinary rogimental 
establishment of olliem wan also questioned! and you arc strongly convinced 
that expenditure is being incurred, which will eventually he found to bo quite 
unnecessary. 

3. In reply, 1 am to explain that the numbers received by your Ixjrikhip from 
Lornlfin were preliminary only; and referred entirely to regimental establishments! 
including the ordinary field service complement of nudes, which latter have in fact 
]HiCti reduced from 300 to 278. The increase m the number of ponies in due to the 
inclusion of a email mini her of riding and other ponies which are attached to each 
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unit. The full strength of followers and of mules and ponies which wm subsequently 
telegraphed to the Secretary of State, but was not, it in regretted, communicated to 
yon, was 1,780 and 070 respectively. Those numbers have been reduced as promised, 
and the nnmhinr, actually embarked were l/i&d followers and 709 mules and ponies, 
the latter including 212 battery mules and 195 cavalry ponies, which are integral 
parts of tbfl units to which they belong both in peace and war. The remainder are 
less than would bo attached to the same strength of troops at frontier stations within 
tho borders of India, and the whole equipment of the foreo is on a lower scale than 
would ho considered necessity for a garrison a few marches beyond our frontier. The 
followers and animals of the Siirtkim force have therefore been reduced below what fc 
laid down in our field service organism! ion, and could not have bccyi further 
diminished. 

■1. With regard to the hospitals, l am to explain that a field hospital has only 
100 beds* and that one such hospital would be insufficient for tho ordinary requite meats 
of a foreo which, including follower*, consists of upwards of 4,000 men, Wo have. In 
fact, provided a general hospital of 200 hods in addition to tho field hospitals, anti all 
these together will only acct&iniodato 10 per cent, of wick. Ax regards British 
officers* the number being sent is in accordance with the regulation* for regiments 
proceeding on Held service* mu! as the force consists wholly of native troops, and 
casualties could hardly bo replaced in less than throe week*, it would not have 
Been prudent* in the opinion of the Government of India, lo semi any smaller 
number. 

u. I am to add that the nature of the service for which the troops are at present 
required has not been uii.stiudcvstciDdj but circumstances may change, and it appears 
aceessmy that tbc force, should be so organised ns to overcome attacks, and avoid Iho 
risk of its being demoralized by being shut up in its garrisons. The Government of 
India would Uavu declined to place the heat fighting material of tln-ir army in n 
position in which the troops could not reason ably he expected to assert military 
ascendency, and could not have consented to send them without a minimum of 
equipment.
